Otto oi Austria, who is scheduled 
to lecture at the Salem Town hall 
meeting In the High school auditor­ 
ium at 8 p. m. Thursday, was born 
on Nov. 
20. 
1912, 
in 
Reichenau, 
province of Lower Austria, Austria- 
Hungary 
His father was Charles, emperor 
of Austria and king of Hungary, and 
his mother Empress Zita, born prin­ 
ces of Bourbon. Emperor Franc Ls- 
Joseph was his great grand uncle. 
The first years of his childhood 
were spent at the emperial castles 
in Vienna and Budapest. After the 
revolution of 1919, he left with his 
family for Switzerland and later 
for the Island of Madeira, Portu­ 
guese Africa, where his father died 
in 1922, at the age of 85 years. 
Otto 
of 
Austria 
studied 
in 
Switzerland, Spain and France. He 
attended the University of Louvain, 
Belgium where he studied political 
and social science. He graduated as 
doctor of political science at the age 
of 21. 
' , 
His main subjects for study were 
constitutional law, public finance, In 1934 he published a book on 
farming, economy and geo-politics 
farming legislation. This publics-

with

published in Vienna hi 193?. 
Fee of Totalitarianism 
Otto has been very active in the 
inner politics of Austria and Hun­ 
gary since 1938. Be was one of the 
outspoken foes of totalitarianism in 
an forms and made his point of view 
very clear In all of his public utter­ 
ances In fact, he was well 
up on 
Hitler’s purge list and had been 
condemned to death by German 
military authorities. 
Ha returned to Europe in the 
autumn erf 1944, participating di­ 
rectly in the actions of the libera­ 
tion of Austria. Since then he has 
traveled extensively through all the 
crisis 
areas 
of 
Europe, 
meeting 
with most of the democratic states­ 
men and leaders of the new Europe 
and making an extensive study and 
research trips through North Airica, 
the Near la st, Arabia, India and 
China. 
Otto moved to America in July, 
1940, his residence being In Wash-

VIENNA. Oct. 25—Composer Franz 
Lehar. 7*. whose lilting light opera 
music is known and sung through­ 
out the world, died yesterday at his 
home in Bad Ischl 
Lehar, whose charming melodies 
and graceful waltz themes 
were 
universally loved, was the composer 
of the “Merry Widow” and several 
other operetta» that are among the 
present days last links with the 
Hght 
music tor Which Vien­ 
na was famous. 
His physician » id the composer 
who had been critically ill for six 
• weeks, died of cancer His illne»s 
was complicated by gastric ulcers, 
double pneumonia and a heart ali­ 
ment. 
Famous For Hits 
Although Lehar composed several 
sonatas and symphonic poems, the 
world knew him best for his great 
hits topped by the “Merry Widow" 
and including ‘Springtime,“ “Gyp­ 
sy love, ’ 
“The count of Luxem­ 
bourg ’ "The Land of Smiles.* “The 
Man With Three Lives," and "The 
World Is Beautiful.” 
The “Merry Widow,” first pro­ 
duced in Vienna on Dec. 30, 1905, 
has been produced in the United 
States more than 5,000 time», and 
has been performed more than I,- 
000 times in the capitals of Europe. 
In Buenos Alre$ it once ran sim ul­ 
taneously in five theaters in five 
different languages. 
At Lchar’s bedside when he died 
were his brother. Baron Anton Von 
Lehar, and his sister, Emma Marie 
Pahphazy. widow of a Hungarian 
count 
His funeral wpi be held Saturday. 
Lehars estate 
is

more than *1.000.000. He recently 
drew up a will leaving his haage 
to the town of Bad Ischl as a shrine 
with 10 per cent of the income from 
his estate to maintain it.

everybody su ffers from dizziness or 
vertigo. U sually 
it 
is 
a passing 
th in g , but. if it persists, an exam ­ 
in a tio n is in order so th a t the cause 
m ay be determ ined. 
Som e people find they are both­ 
ered m th is way only when the head 
is h e ld ¿n certain positions, whereas 
O thers becom e dizzy only w hen the 
h e ad is m oved from one position “to 
a n o th e r. T h e la tte r type of dizziness 
is usually accom panied 
by a 
dis­ 
tu rb an c e of th e eyes, known as n y s­ 
tag m u s, in w hich th e eyes roll slow­ 
ly to one side an d th en move rapidly 
in th e opposite direction. 
C ause of Dizziness 
T h is sym ptom is very im portant 
in h elping th e doctor to determ ine 
tlie cause of th e dizziness. In carry ­ 
in g o u t a n exam ination of a patient 
w ith nystagm us, the doctor will first 
te s t tlie hearing. T hen the patient 
is stu d ied to see w hether nystagm us 
is p re sen t lying on the back. Then 
p ressu re is p u t on the neck over 
w h a t are know n as the carotid sin­ 
uses, w hich 
a re 
a collection 
of 
n erv es. Pressure on these sinuses 
m ay produce dizziness and fainting. 
T h e p a tie n t then, tu rn s to the right 
side, an d th en to th e left side, and 
th en th e head Is hung backw ards; 
fin ally he sits up, steps forward, 
a n d sh ak es h is head. 
D qging all these various move­ 
m en ts, h e is studied to see if nys­ 
tag m u s develops. 
If, in 
changing 
p osition, the nystagm us does occur, 
an d th ere is deafness or ringing in 
th e ears, it indicates th a t there is 
som e dtseasee of the inner ear. 
O ne of th e conditions which may 
be responsible is know n as M eniere’s 
disease, in w hich there 
is ringing 
in th e ears, deafness, and attacks 
of dizziness. 
In som e 
cases, the disturbance 
m ay be due to an inflam m ation of 
th e m iddle ear. In o th er cases, the 
tro u b le m ay have* been caused by 
m d eteeted hem orrhage 
into 
the 
n n e r ear. 
D isorders 
w ithin 
th e skull more 
ifte n cause dizziness w ith changes 


In th e head position th an general 
dizziness. 
Usual Cause 
Dizziness 
w ithout 
evidence 
of 
either dam age to the nerves or the 
b iajn ccm m only indicates some cir­ 
culatory 
disturbance cr infection 
affecting the nerve calls. T he usual 
cause is disturbances of the circula­ 
tion related to low blood pressure, 
or disturbances produced 
by the 
change of life. 
For 
exam ple, 
the 
underlying 
cause m ay be a n infection of the 
stom ach, bowel o r breathing organs, 
prisoning from a drug, such as alco­ 
hol or streptom ycin, or hardening 
of the arteries in the brain w ith 
high blood pressure. 
In cases of dizziness, a thorough 
study Is alw ays ne essary to d eter­ 
m ine the cause before proper tre a t­ 
m ent mav be carried out.

The Browns, with Graham pitch­ 
ing like a Bobby Feller on one of 
his good days, hurled the Browns 
to their eighth straight conference 
victory with a 29 -yard touchdown 
pass to LavelU in the first period: 
a 63-yard » coving heave to Half­ 
back Bob Cowan and a nine-yarder 
to Mac Speedie in the second; a 17-

HARRY GRABINER 
DIES OF BRAIN 
AILMENT AT 57

for brain tumor.

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Leetonia Marshal 
Arrests Man Who 
. Howled Like Dog 


An insane man, a rainy night, an 
eerie 
wooded 
countryside, spine- 
tingling screeches at the moon and 
16 hunters gliding from tree to tree 
through the woods in .search of the 
man, might well be the setting oi 
a mystery thriller. 
But this was exactly the situation 
In a Leetonia woods one night re­ 
cently. 
According 
to 
Marshal 
Henry 
Gibson, he received a call from the 
Pennsylvania railroad 
camp cars, 
which are situated at the Grafton 
yards west of Leetonia. One of the 
workers there, Charles Brown of 
Sharon, had suddenly gone into 
the nearby woods and every time 
the moon would come out from be- 
hlng the clouds Brown would “howl 
like a dog.” 
Gibson said that he, Special Po­ 
liceman Allen Gibson, and a group 
of about 15 very frightened railroad 
workers spent almost four hours in 
the woods trying to catch Brown 
But Brown was successful in dodg­ 
ing the men. Due to the heavy rain 
the men gave up the search until 
morning.

Increase Aifects 
Utilities' Trade 


COLUMBUS — Ohio's population 
increase has put too great a de­ 
mand on the state’s telephone, gas 
and electric companies, State Util­ 
ities commission member Paul 
E. 
Welland said today. 
Wei land » id th at in addition to 
the usual gas supply problem this 
winter, there probably will be a 
shortage of electricity. 
"In addition to that," he added, 
‘‘the telephone companies, especial­ 
ly the independent companies, are 
unable to supply phones to aU the 
potential customers.” 
The 
commissioner 
blamed 
the 
shortages on the 11.1 per cent in­ 
crease in population since 1940. He 
said tha tin 1940 the census put 
Ohio's population at 6,907,612. Last 


year, he added, the government esti­ 
mated 
the state’s 
population 
at 
7,675,000, an 
increase 
of 
767,388 
since 1940. 
In addition. 183 new industrial 
plants have been built in the state 
since the end of the war, Weiland 
said. 
Utilities 
in 
Cleveland, 
Akron, 
Youngstown, Canton and Lima are 
considering the possibility of cur­ 
tailing electric power to industrial 
customers at peak hours so tha do­ 
mestic supply can be maintained, 
the utilities commissioner said. 
The Columbus & Southern Ohio 
Electric Co. has urged domestic 
users to cut down on their use of 
electricity during peak hours be­ 
cause it cannot meet the total de­ 
mand. 
Weiland said telephone companies 
have been unable to get the neces­ 
sary equipment to expand their ser­ 
vices as much as they would like. 
He estimated that the phone equip­ 
ment shortage and the electrical 
supply problem would be solved in 
a year. 
“As for the gas problem, we won-

reasonably safe,” said Rogers, 
He said manufacturers of h ome 
appliances and furnish ings must 
sh are th e blame with owners, arch i­ 
tects and designers.
